Just ag, In like clreum- 
ances they would gladly have undertaken 
these for ws,so there were many of us 
anxious ‘to do so for them,’ but what could 
wedo? Hadwe gone without the permission, 
avd an escort 20 neediul, we could have 
done nothing, even if we ever contrived to reach 
the place. Just as the great officials had denied 
us thelr help,.to also would ail the lower ones 
do, while the people, undet these circumstances, 
would not dare toaid us in any way, It was 
hard, bot could not be helped! The words: of
